Morse himself had talked for 22 
hours and 26 minutes in a filibuster 
last year against the tidelands bdl, 
but that tim e he was able to rest 
now and then when calls went out 
to summon senators to the cham ­ 
ber. 
Refuses To Accept Blame 
The thousands of words uttered 
hy Morse were summed up in his 
tag for the atomic bill—“give away 
legislation.” 
Morse refused to accept blame 
for delaying action on important 
legislation.

WASHINGTON <W-We have fis­ 
sionable m atter to spare and can- 
afford to get .started now on atomic 
developm ents like food preserva­ 
tion. medicine, and electric power 
C hairm an W. Sterling Cole of the 
Joint Congressional Atomic E ner­ 
gy com m ittee told reporters pros­ 
pects in all these fields are excel­ 
lent, and that nuclear m aterial is 
on hand to supply them . 
Our mili­ 
tary stockpile will not be jeopar­ 
dized, Cole said. 
These and other peaceful uses of 
the atom are what the House had 
in mind in approving the adm inis­ 
tration’s new atomic bill Monday. 
The sam e goals are sought under 
a .similar bill still up in the Senate 
today after two weeks of debate. 
Paves Way for Atom Pool 
Both bills also would authorize 
broader international cooperation 
on m ilitary and peacetim e atomic 
m atters.
